2. Claims 1 -20 are allowable over the prior art of record. The closest prior art of 
record is clearly Rober (US Pub No. US 2004/0078159 A1 which matured into US 
Patent 6,789,029 B2). The clear difference between instant independent claims 1 , 9 
and 14 and claims 1, 9 and 16 of the Rober Publication/Patent are: as per independent 
claim 1 , "normalizing the first component of interest using amplitude information from 
the first signal"; and as per independent claim 9, "normalizing the first angular rate using 
amplitude information from the first signal"; and as per independent claim 14, "a drive 
signal... ; and a scaling unit.. .to normalize the first component of interest." The prior art 
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of record does not suggest or disclose the claimed combination of method steps or 
system elements, particularly the additional feature(s) indicated above. 

3. As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either 
comply with all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not 
complied with.
